Interoperability Vital To First-responder 
Missions 


from The ARRL Letter — Interoperability called vital to 
public safety first-responder missions: California Depart- 
ment of General Services Senior Telecommunications En- 
gineer Glen Nash, K6GSN, told a Radio Club of America 
(RCA) breakfast meeting August 9, that wireless commu- 
nication among public safety first responders is a critical 
tool to satisfying their mission requirements. The meeting 
was held during a national convention of the Association 
of Public-Safety Communications Officials-International 
(APCO) in Orlando, Florida. An APCO past president, 
Nash chairs the Technology Committee of the National 
Public Safety Telecommunications Council (NPSTC). 
ARRL has a relationship with both organizations. Nash 
explained that the need for interoperability comes into 


play during police chases crossing jurisdictional lines and 
mutual assistance among neighboring fire departments to 
multi-agency drug enforcement and major emergencies 
involving multiple -- and sometimes distant -- agencies. 
Nash believes interoperability is not simply a technology 
problem. In addition to technical barriers to wireless 
interoperability, he cited cultural, social and language or 
terminology differences. “There are many areas where we 
need to approach the problem, and many factors to resolve 
to make it happen,” he concluded. More than 100 attended 
the breakfast meeting, one of a series held every year by 
the Radio Club of America at conventions. Founded in 
1909, the Radio Club of America is the world’s oldest 
radio communications society. It promotes cooperation 
among those interested in the advancement and scientific 
study of radio communication.

When I bought the 2006 ARRL Handbook 
(Eighty-Third Edition) last year, I was pleas- 
antly surprised to find a reprint of the 1926 
Handbook included in the package. The 1926 
Handbook was the first one published by the 
ARRL, and it was touted as “A Manual of 
Amateur Short-Wave Radiotelegraphic Com- 
munication”. I browsed through it and found 
it very interesting in the com- 
parison of Amateur Radio back 
then to Amateur Radio now. In 
fact, I found it so interesting 
that I gave a presentation about 
1926 versus 2006 to the Branch 
County Amateur Radio Club in 
Coldwater, MI. Let’s take a look 
at some of the highlights of that 
presentation. 


First, note the sub-title of the 
1926 Handbook cited above. 
Back then all we had was teleg- 
raphy (code). Phone operation 
was still on the horizon for us 
Amateurs. Along those lines, our transmitters 
had evolved to CW (spark was outlawed) thanks 
to the invention of the vacuum tube. Most of 
our receivers were regenerative types - like 
the old Heathkit Tenners, Sixers, and Twoers 
(remember those?). 


There were three license classes in 1926: Second 
Grade, First Grade, and Extra First Grade. All 
three required code proficiency, the two highest 
required an oral exam, and your station needed 
to be inspected prior to transmitting. Our bands 
in 1926 were 1.5 - 2.0MHz, 3.5 - 4.0MHz, 7.0 
- 8.0MHz, 14.0 - 16.0MHz, 56.0 - 64.0MHz, 
and 400.0 - 401.0MHz. 


In 1926 we only had nine call districts - there 
was no WO call district. Those states that are 
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now in WO were in the Ninth district. And 
the Sixth district included NV, UT, AZ, and 
Hawaii. 


Some of the punctuation used in CW was differ- 
ent compared to now. For example, the comma 
in 1926 was dit dah dit dah dit dah. That’s now 
a period. In a like manner, some of the Q sig- 
nals were different back then. QRL was “I am 
receiving you badly”. QRZ was “your signals 
are weak”. QSB was “your tone is bad”. And 
QSK was “the last radiogram is cancelled”. 


In 1926 Amateur Radio didn’t have prefixed 
yet. Call signs were a number 
followed by letters. To identify 
your country, the concept of In- 
ternational Intermediates arose 
to resolve this. For example, the 
International Intermediate for 
the US was U. The International 
Intermediate for Cuba was Q. If 
Cuban station 1DD called US 
station 6CGW, he would send 
6CGW uq IDD. Only when 
prefixes came to be did the 
French word for ‘from’ (de) go 
in between calls. 


The phonetic alphabet was a bit 
weird in 1926, too. Larry WB8R (the President 
of the Branch County ARC) would have been 
Watch Boy 8 Rot. 


Finally, many Amateur Radio manufacturers 
advertised in the 1926 Handbook. Most are 
now gone, but several still have familiar and 
recognizable names: Vibroplex, National, and E 
F Johnson are a couple. I also found a full page 
ad from Slagle Radio, which was located in Ft 
Wayne. The President was L S Slagle, and his 
call was 9II. 


In summary, I enjoyed reading the old the 1926 
Handbook. It made me appreciate what we have 
now.

National Preparedness Month, and Saturday, 
September 16, is Amateur Radio Awareness 
Day. For the third straight year, the ARRL and 
Amateur Radio Emergency Service (ARES) 
groups across the US will join a coalition of 
more than 200 national, regional, state and local organiza- 
tions taking part in Preparedness Month activities. ARES 
is a partner with DHS through the Citizen Corps program. 
ARRL Media and Public Relations Manager Allen Pitts, 
WIAGBP, says local ARES groups and clubs will be mak- 
ing presentations to civic organizations, at schools and at 
regional fairs to showcase Amateur Radio. 


“More than 4000 ARRL ‘Hello’ campaign <http://www. 
hello-radio.org/> brochures have gone out in the past few 
weeks alone to prepare for the month-long initiative,” he 
said. 


To highlight Amateur Radio Awareness Day, ARRL public 
information officers (PIOs) will promote the DHS’s “30 
Tips for Emergency Preparedness” <http://www.dhs.gov/ 
dhspublic/interapp/editorial/editorial_0711.xml> to attract 
news media coverage. Some tips on promoting National 
Preparedness Month are on the ARRL public relations 
Web pages <http://www.arrl.org/pio/contact/2006/08/ 
SEPTEMBER>. 


ARRL Public Service Team Manager Steve Ewald, WV 1X, 
notes that the underlying theme of National Preparedness 
Month is to encourage everyone to be aware of and prepare 
for emergencies all year long. 


“Amateur Radio operators, led by ARRL Field Organiza- 
tion leaders across the country, are encouraged to consider 
this year’s ARRL Simulated Emergency Test (SET) -- as 
well as all preparations and post-SET evaluations -- as a 
demonstration of your participation in National Prepared- 
ness Month,” Ewald said. The target weekend for the 2006 
SET is October 7-8 <http://www.arrl.org/FandES/field/ 
setguide.html>. 


A major ham radio presentation during September will take 
place on the West Coast. ARRL Southwestern Division 
Director Dick Norton, N6AA, says Amateur Radio Expo 
2006 <http://lafair.b2v.org/> will be held in conjunction 
with the Los Angeles County Fair. “They will staff the 
exhibit over four weekends,” Norton said, noting that the 
fair annually attracts hundreds of thousands of visitors. 


Amateur Radio Expo 2006 will get under way the weekend 
of September 9-10 and will feature a special event station 
plus interactive presentations to demonstrate the many 
facets of ham radio. 
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In a related vein, Pitts says he’d like to see a tighter rela- 
tionship between ARES organizations and the League’s 
corps of volunteer PIOs. 


“Too often something happens, and everyone grabs a radio. 
No one grabs a camera or laptop and gets the word of ARES 
actions out to the media until long after the story becomes 
stale,” he observed. “We have wonderful stories to tell, but 
we are too busy to tell them when they are fresh.” 


Pitts said he and the ARRL Public Relations Committee 
are working on ways to better integrate public relations 
and emergency response actions at the local level. 


Pitts says that according to the Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (FEMA), families should plan on being 
totally on their own for up to four days. “That’s like be- 
ing back in ancient times: no cell phone, no Internet, no 
911,” he said. 


“Backward Sunspots” May Herald Start 
Of Solar Cycle 24 


from The ARRL Letter — The recent 
appearance on the sun of two so- 
called “backward sunspots” may 
mean solar Cycle 23 is drawing to 
a close and Cycle 24 now is under 
way or soon will be. At least that’s the thinking of some 
scientists. 


“We’ve been waiting for this,” said Solar Physicist David 
Hathaway of the Marshall Space Flight Center in Hunts- 
ville, Alabama, after the first backward spot showed up. 
“A backward sunspot is a sign that the next solar cycle is 
beginning.” 


The term “backward” refers to the sunspots’ magnetic 
polarity. One such sunspot appeared briefly July 31, then 
disappeared, but its significance was that its magnetic 
polarity was just the opposite of current Cycle 23 spots. 


Another more robust backward spot, Sunspot 905, ap- 
peared in late August -- although it subsequently began 
to dissipate -- and some sungazers are saying Cycle 24 
already has begun. ARRL propagation guru Tad Cook, 
K7RA, this week called it “the second sunspot of the new 
Solar Cycle 24.” 


“Eventually there will be more of the new reversed sun- 
spots than old ones from Cycle 23, and that occurrence is 
one way to mark the beginning of the next sunspot cycle,” 
he said. Radio conditions will not improve any time soon 
but over a period of several years of the course of the 11- 
year cycle, perhaps peaking around 2010.
